Ince it hath pleaſed Almighty God to give ſo great Succeſs to Their Mgzeſties 
Arms towards the reduttion of this Their Ki of clad, that ul 
probability the whole muſt in a ſhort time be brought under Majeſties 
py Obedience, with great effuſion of Blood and deſtruftion of Their Enemies. 
Their Moſt Excellent Majeſties, in compaſſion to Their ſeduced to 
avoid further effuſion of Blood, and that nothing on Their Majeſties part 
may be wanting to encourage and invite all who are now in Arms againſt 
Them, to ſubmit themſelves to Their Obedience andGovernment, Have Com- 
manded Us, And We the Lords-Juſtices of this by Their Maje⸗ 

Ca ſties ſpecial Direction and Command, do by this Our Proclamation Publiſh, 

8 Declare and promiſe, that all and every perſon and rag. who now are 
——. Commanders, Officers and Soldiers, of, or in any Cities, Towns, Forts, Caſtles, or other 
Garriſons in this Kingdom of Ireland, not already under Their Majeſties Power and Obedience, who ſhall 
jurrender, deliver and yield up any ſuch Gity, Town, Fort or Garriſon unto the General, or other 
Officer of Their Majeſties Army,within three weeks after the Date of this OurProclamation, And all other 
Officers & Soldiers now ſerving or being in the Enemies Army or Quarters, who ſhall within three weeks 
next after the Date of this Our Proclamation, come in, and bring with them their R ts, Troops 
or Companies, or ſome conſiderable part thereof, and ſubmit themſelves to Their Majeſties Obedience, 
* anddeliver up their Horſes, Arms and Furniture of -War, they and =_ of them, both Officers and 
Soldiers, ſhall be fully, freely and abſolutely pardoned of all manner of Treaſons, "Crimes or Offences 
committed Their Majeſtjes, Their 8 And ſhall alſo be reſtored to, and put in 
poſleſſion ot all their Eſtates forfeited for 2 Crimes and Offences. And We do hereby fur- 
ther Prom ũſe and Declare, that if any and Soldiers, now in Command in the Enemies Army, pr 
mich te rhe dies, Caſtles, Forts or Garriſons of the Enemy 8 Eſtate forfeited, or to 
.can be reſtored Yſhall render unto Their Majeſties any the Services aforeſaid, ſuch 
1 r and liberally Rewarded by the General of Their 
— — ache Services o by them done deſerve; And ſuch 
Ir enter into Their Service, ſhall be received in 
the like or better Paſt and Condition as they now ſerve under the Enemy. And We do hereby adviſe 
and admoniſh all ſuch Perſons who ſtill adhere to the Enemy, carefully and prudently to conſider the ill 
Eſtate and Condition whereunto they are 1 —— to collect into their minds and memos.
